The hard surfacing of our 
splendid system of nearly 8000 
miles of connected highways and 
the much needed construction of 
farm-to-market roads are both of 
paramount importance to the 
welfare of Missouri. An Enabl- 
ing Act is necessary to carry the 
constitutional provision into ef- 
fect and I recommend that this 
be passed early in the session.

At the time our Constitution 
was adopted, the prevailing po- 
litical philosophy demanded de- 
centralization of control. It \.as 
thought that this would result in 
better and broader democracy. 
Consequently, by constitutional 
provision, the executive depart- 
ment was broken up into five 
elective officers (Auditor, Attor- 
ney-General, Treasurer, Secretary 
of State and Superintendent of 
Public Schools). Each of these 
officers is elected. by the people. 
Over none of them has the Gov- 
ernor any control whatever. 

Whether this constitutional 
breaking-up of the executive de- 
partment is desirable or not we 
Must leave to a. constitutional 
convention to decide. For present 
purposes, it is important only to 
note that the executive depart- 
ment is still further broken up 
by legislative enactments which 
have created numerous offices, 
boards and commissions to trans- 
act the details of the executive 
department. The personnel of 
these various offices is generally 
appointed by the Governor, but 
his power to demand account- 
ability, or enforce economy, usu- 
ally passes from his hands, for 
practical purposes, with the ap- 
pointment. 

This process has subdivided 
the Executive Department, with 
the Governor, the nominal head, 
to bear the responsibility before 
the public, but with the real re- 
sponsibility impossible to fix. 

In the final analysis, the ques- 
tion is, whether the Executive 
Department shall be responsible 
for efficiency and economy to 
the Governor and through him 
to the people. There can be 
neither efficiency, economy nor 
responsibility in a system in 
which both control and responsi- 
bility are dissipated. For this 
reason, the various State activi- 
ties should be consolidated,-cor- 
ordinated and made responsive

Mass production and distribu- 
tion, and purchasing in volume 
have bee, adopted by the great 
business institutions of the coun- 
try, resulting in a large price re- 
duction to the consumer.

Conservation of our natural 
resources is of major import- 
ance. The problem of utiliza- 
tion of the many thousands of 
acres of cut-over and other tim- 
ber land in Southern Missouri 
must be solved. This is the task 
of the newly created Division of 
Forestry, a department of the 
Board of Agriculture. Suffi- 
cient funds should be provided 
so that it may function properly. 

The exhibiting of agricultural 
and horticultural products and 
of livestock at county fairs is of 
educational value as a stimulus 
for better quality which should 
mean greater profit. If suffi- 
cient revenue is available coun- 
ty fairs found worthy of encour- 
agement should receive state 
aid as provided by law. 


Meformatory for Boys. 
The law requires that there 
be maintained at the Mis- 


souri Reformatory for Boys at 
Soonvilie “trade schools for 
their industrial training to the 


end that they may become intel- 
ligent and useful citizens.” 
There is a sufficient variety of 
occupations already existing at 


the Reformatory with which to 
provide trade training. There 


is. however, little In the way of 
vocational teaching. The school 
should have a sultable supervis- 
or of trade training. 

A separate institution should 
be provided for colored boys now 
at Boonville, as already has been 
done for colored girls. 

Negroes in the Penitentiary. 

In the Penitentiary for Ne- 
groes are confined in a cell 
house, built in 1868, with 147 
cells on 4 tiers. These 147 cells 
house 1003 men which makes 
nearly 7 men to each cell. 
This cell house is entirely with- 
out plumbing or sanitary con- 
veniences. It is impossible to 
maintain healthful living condi- 
tions in such a building. T[ro- 
vision should be made as soon 
as possible to assure sanitary 
humane conditions for Negroes 
confined in the State Peniten- 
tiary. : 

Revision of Criminal Laws. 

The law-abiding people of our 
demand a more effective 
enforcement of the laws. Con- 
ditions of crime, especially in 
some of the urban centers, jus- 
tify this demand. Professional 
criminals, in some cases operat- 
ing in gangs under organized 
control, pursue their criminal ac- 
tivities with increaging boldness 
and unprecedented success, com- 
murder without the 
slightest compunction. 

This is a matter which should 
engage the interest and become 
the serious concern of every 
agency in our Commonwealth 
charged with the enactment and 
enforcement of the criminal 
laws. To make it reasonably 
certain that persons who com- 
mit crimes will be promptly ap- 
prehended, prosecuted and pun- 
ished should be the aim of every 
such agency. for there can be no 
doubt that justice administered 
with dispatch and certainty & 
one of the surest preventatives of 
crime.
